The commission has presented various views on current topics, We do not 
bolieve that the primary objective of the Comission and its staff is to 
concern iteelf only with programs that are full of sweetoess and Light -- 
and void of content. 


In these changing times, we have an obligation to keep informed, and to paes 
en information te the members of the commmity, so that the actions they nay 
take — the opinions they may fora ~~ will be based on fact, rather than 
fiction, 


Our meeting this evening has several significant purposes. ie met the 
mexbers of the Clergy Advisory Coumeil. We are much indebted te each of 
thea, because of their work and their leadership -- in the task of learning 
to live together. Many thanks to each of our clergymen, 


Another purpose for our meeting together, is te share seme information about 
seme different philosophies. 


You have met, I feel certain, sone members of our society who soem peculiar

‘there does exist a group of humans that are man-like in form, Like you and 
I; but are ostrich-like in action - not Like you and I, 


‘This group believes that if you stick your head in the sand and remsin 
motionless, whatever it is — that is there — will go away. And it won't 
@isturd you because you won't see it. And it can't see you and we all know 
th what you can't see, ean do no harm. 


Only last Sunday, I heard a speaker say, “It ain't that people are ignorant 
— but they know somm much about things which ain't so." 


We have heard about the Black Muslims, I mst admit that I am ignorant 
about mpak mech that n concerns this movement. Like you, I have heard 
intimations and innuendoes that may hm have been born more of fantasy than 
of fact. 


I have heard about the dangers of this and the dangers of that. But un mich 
of what was said seemed to be made up more of evasion and excuse -~ than of 
Sincere, honest attempts at education and enlightenment. 


‘This evening, this commnity, this audience, has accepted a tremendous 

Ta that you have the kind 
of courage that Supreme Court Justice William O. Douglas must have had in 
mind, when, in a recent speech, said, "Now Judges sit in judgement balancing 
‘the need for speech — against sowe other commmity need — while comunity 
paseioms can out-balance free speech — and often do."

‘That there is a Black Muslin movement, we cannot deny. What caused the 
movement? What is its philosphy? Its direction? We soon will learn, 


Is the Muslin movement the result of a h problem? Or ån is it the 
solution to ap problem? You will Listen to the angwers and, I hope, that 
euhe of us will Listen and ask ourselves, are we a pert of the problea? 
Or are we part of the solution? 


Tonight we will hear differences of opinions. We will hear different 
philosophies. We will probably note ‘that 
~- differences n which began for each of us from the day we wore born. 


I am hopeful, that some day, you and I will meet again — and we will speak 
of similarities -- with the same intensity with which we speak of 
@ifferences. And, on that day, we will begin to learn un to work and Live 
together, 


It scene quite proper that we meet this evening in an institution whose 
walls are nn lined with volumes — volumes full of agam agreenents 
and disagreements. We meet, by design, in this building which is dedicated 
to the enrichment and enlightenment of people, KEEB through education, 


‘This evening, if sach of us e listens, and thinks and reacts, as 

an educated individual -- can -- and will act, we will then be able te 
Prove to ourselves, to the citizens of this city; and n to this nation, 
‘that we met, where differences were discussed, because we are people who 
strive to understand each other. And ve know that understanding is vital, 
1 we wish to learn how to Live together as people. We know that we want

have yet to become tolerant of -- aware of -- conscious of -- respectful of —
